A delegation of 96 women and 4 men 
got fast action from the Alberta cab¬ 
inet last Wednesday when they march¬ 
ed on the legislative buildings de¬ 
manding to know what the gover- 
ment planned to do about fluoridation 
of public drinking water. 

The delegation, carrying banners 
proclaiming opposition to fluordat- 
ion arrived Just as the afternoon ses¬ 
sion of the house was starting and 
asked to see Premier Manning. The 
Premier was not available but Health 
Minister Cross and 5 other ministers 
were summoned to the cabinet cham¬ 
ber. Dr. Cross told the visitors the 
government Is considering local pleb¬ 
iscites on fluoridation. He said a two 
thirds majority would be required and 
that If people want fluoridation as a 
means of preventing tooth decay the 
government can’t deny them. Asked 
by the delegation to defer action for 
a year Dr. Cross said legislation prob¬ 
ably will call for plebiscites to be 
held about a year from now.
